War will be waged upon per- 
sons who insist upon addressing 
mail to friends in Narberth with- 
out bothering about the formal- 
ity of a street address or street 
numbers. The local post office 
was greatly handicapped by this 
trouble during the recent Christ- 
mas rush and Postmaster Fred 
C. Patten is going to enlist the 
co-operation, of the community 
in a determined campaign to 
eliminate the evil. 

"The Narberth post office was 
called upon to handle the great- 
est amount of mail in its history 
during the recent rush," said 
Postmaster Patten. "That the 
postal clerks and carriers hand- 
led this efficiently considering 
their handicaps is shown by the 
fact that every bit of Christmas 
mail was cleaned up in time. 
There were no late deliveries. 

"We were greatly handicapped, 
however, by insufficiently ad- 
dressed mail, mail on which 
there was written only the name 
of the recipient and 'Narberth.' 
Fully 60 per cent, of the mail we 
handled was thus insufficiently 
addressed. 

"This lack of correct addresses 
is a confirmed bad habit with the 
friends of many of the residents 
of the community. It is bad 
enough during the regular sea 
son. We have no time to refer 
to files and insufficient address- 
ing means that our clerks must 
carry in their heads the addresses 
of people who are served by 
the Narberth office. Coming at 
Christmas-time, when new clerks 
are taken on to aid with the 
holiday rush, an extra delay is 
caused because the new men 
must stop to ask the right ad- 
dress. They lose time not only 
in their own work, but delay the 
regular men in theirs. 

The extent of the delay that 
was caused may be imagined 
when it is learned that we had 
IT) inexperienced carriers added 
to our regular force for the rush 
along with a force of extra clerks. 
The south side, which was minus 
the service of regular Carrier 
Long, who is in the hospital, suf- 
fered most in delay. 

"No one would think of writing 
■a letter to a friend in Philadelphia 
and omit the street address, yet 
they do it often here — and there is 
no reason why they should. Every 
house in the community has a 
street number and all streets have 
names. Lack of a street number 
is bad enough, but some people go 
s far as to omit even street names. 

"People living in Narberth only 
give Narberth as their address 
when they purchase goods in 
Philadelphia. Consequently all 
delivery clerks come to the post 
office for their addresses. We are 
not by postals laws allowed to 
give the proper address. 

"All Narberth clubs and organ- 
izations have the habit of just ad- 
dressing Forrest avenue, Wood- 
side avenue or just Narberth. 
Everything might be O. K. but 
regular carriers are often away 
from their job, then trouble be- 
gins. 

"I am sure that most of this 
careless addressing is due to 
thoughtlessness and to the fact that 
the people don't realize the trouble 
they cause us nor do they realize the 
delay they cause in the delivery of 
their faultily addressed mail. Prop- 
er addressing means prompt deliv- 
ery; improper means delay." 

The holiday rush, Postmaster 
Patten said, broke all past rec- 
ords. He was unable to give the 
per cent, of increase in the va- 
rious classes of mail to estimate

"Don't let anybody try to convice 
you that the Government is rotten, 
or that any particular public official 
is not as honest as he should be.

The unsolicited gifts of both 
money and books for the library 
Christmas tree have been constant 
and generous and will in many 
ways increase the service which 
the library is rendering to the 
community. The cash contri 
butions now total $90, and there 
is a keen desire to see this fund 
reach at least $100 before the 
library's fourth birthday, which 
comes on January 31. 

Comparisons are usually odious, 
and in connection with voluntary 
public giving they are in poor 
taste; but, if no names are re 
vealed, it may be proper to state 
that the people of Narberth have 
responded to the Christmas tree 
of their library more liberally than 
has been done by the people of 
some larger places. 

The gifts have included two 
checks for $25 each and two others 
for $5 each, while many red stars 
on the tree indicate contributions 
of $1. Books and magazine sub- 
scriptions have also been received 
and are acknowledged by the 
green and blue stars on the tree. 
The tree will remain in the library 
until the library's birthday. 



SOAP FACTORY FIRE 



A fire of mysterious origin which 
broke out Sunday morning in the 
soap factory, on Rockhill road, off 
State road near West Manayunk, 
caused a loss of $6ooo. Firemen 
from the Cynwyd and the West 
Manayunk companies, who re- 
sponded to the alarm, had difficulty 
in fighting the blaze due to the great 
distance of fire hydrants from the 
factory, but succeeded in saving part 
of the building in which the plant 
was located. 

There was no one near the build- 
ing at the time it burst into flames 
and firemen are at loss to account 
for the cause of the blaze. The 
exact damage is hard to estimate as 
the factory was located in an old 
mill that had been salvaged from 
ruin and reconstructed some years 
ago.
